Tue School for Scandal was pertormed at this Theatre last night ; 
Miss ‘Taylor enacting the part of Lady Teazle for the first time. This 
young lady has so much genuine talent, so munch real intellect, that it 
is scarcely postible, that she should perform any part ill. Her perfor- 
mance of the dificult part of Lady Teazle iast night, was, as we were 
fully prepared to fiad it, clever, auimated and intelligent in a great 
degree, but we still feel bourd to say, that it is not (in our humble 
opivier ) among such characters that Miss Taylor will establish her 
most triumphant suceess. ‘Throughout the whole of her performance 
Jast night, there was effort, an appearance of too much study—a want 
of that abandon —of that delicious sir of yielding to the inspiration of 
the moment—the impulse of the occasion by which the most graceful 
effects are produced—which in fact coustitute the great charm of what 
is called fashion, and which are indispensable in the highest walks of 
Comedy. We kuow that it has been the fashion of late years, to 
argue that Lady Teazle ought not to be “a woman of fashion.” 
Mrs. Abington, however, the original representative of this enchant- 
ing character, and Miss Farren, thought otherwise, and it is proba- 
ble that the author cvuincided in their opinions. Be this as it may, 
the prejodices of the world are all in favor of this view of the charac- 
ter, and it is semewhat late in the day to attempt to argue it out of so 
long estabiished an opinion. Nor do ve consider this opinion by any 
means an erroneous o1e. Lady Teazle, be it remembered, is the daugh- 
ter of a gentleman, educated it is true in retirement, but she has never 
been exposed to the society of the low or the vulgar; young, beaati- 
ful, clever, and possessing that innate grace which belongs not exclu- 
sively to high birth and station, bat is found among all ranks, who 
shall say that six months’ intercourse with what in the sensible lan- 
guage of that day would have been called “ people of quality,” in the 
senseless jargon of the present, “a particular set,’’ in other words, an 
exclusive knot of persons who from interest, or depravity, have ex- 











-ceeded their companions in heartlessness, dissipation, and vice—who 


shall sey that an intercourse, however short, with such parties might 
not have given her (favored as she was by nature,) all the graces of 
society, even though it happily fell short of imbuing her with its vices. 
The other chara:ters of the Play were well supported; Mrs. Glover 
was admirable in W/rs. Candour ; at times a little coarse perhaps, and 
most infamously ill-dressed. 4 Friend at Court, and Love Laughe 
at Locksmiths concluded the evening's performances,

John Reeve, (who is engaged in Mr. Arnold’s Theatre for a term 
of years) returns to the company wherein he first made his swecessful 
debut, at which period Reeve was a clerk in the bankng-house of 
Messrs. Gosling and Company. A piece was written for Reeve’s pe- 
culiar talent. and he was compelled to rehearse it after the perform- 
ances at the Lyseam were concluded at night, having to appear at his 
post in the banking-house during the day. He saeceeded ; and not only 
were his eccentricities received with high good humour by the play-go- 
ing public, but all the bankers’ clerks of London atiended; which 
su' sequently iodaced their principals to visit and support JohnReeve’s 
performances; and he acted his part fifty nights in the season. Mr. 
Peake, sen., Sheridau’s Treasurer, at Drury Lane Theatre, for forty 
years, (father of the the present popular dramatic author.) was the 
first persen who recommended the talents of John Reeve to the London 
public.
